But the 
want of proper elioeiug Is the cause in ill cases out of every 100. This l 
knew several years ago; but how to shoe them proper y l did not know. 

and therefore I ruined or almost ruined many valuable horses. 

1 could write at great length on my many different experiments on 
shoeing, such ns low and high heel shoes broad and narrow heels, con¬ 
cave and converse. and every other imaginable shape of shoe, but all 
had the same eff. ct. 1 discovered when I used only tips on the toes 
allowing the heel to come dut or spank on the ground that unless I drove 
so much as to wear the heel too much and thus make H aora, 
my horses would improve very fast, and in the course of the Winter 
get almost, if not quite well; hut in the Spring Ifouud it was necessary 
to have a 16 or 20 o/„ shoe, in order to make them trot; and in order to 
have a shoe of that kind and weight it must be at least half an Inch 
thick at the heel, thus preventing the frog from being uted or pressed 
upon at every step, as It must be in order to keep the foot from becom¬ 
ing drv, hard and feverish, which causes contraction in every case. As 
I said before, I have been aware of Ibis fact for some years; hut how to 
remedy It was another thing to he h orned. Long before 1 eyer saw 
a patent frog pad I used au old rubber belt Inside of the shoe, cut to at 
on the froT aud be Iflush with the bottom of the shoe at least a quar¬ 
ter of an Inch, and fastened It in by having a screw hole 
on either side of the shoe, and a leEtber ,1 ™P. P*" 1 "* 
over the rubber part, and fastened each end of the leather strap 
with a screw in the shoe. I could take the pad out every night, which 
was necessary, for rubber will rot and destroy the frog and sole of the 
fool if It is allowed to remain in any length of time. \\ bile I cured a 
very bad case of contraction iu this way. and continued to trot the 
horee every week, 1 found It au eudlesa amount of bother to pot io and

How to Shoo the Trotter. 

I have shod more or less trotting horses every year for the last 
twenty years, and until within the two last years I never saw » horse 
properly shod, for trottlug or road purposes. I further never saw a 
horse shod with the common shoe, and used on the road or Wtj 
for any con.lderable length of time without golug unshod dnriuu a 
certain part of tha aeaaon. bnt that the front feel become more or less 
contracted, and in nearly every case, so much so. that the horse »•»““* 
able to go at near hts greatst specd.aud In most caeee appeared quite Ma*. 
l was telling the above to an old horseman a abort time ago; be said to 
roe. "You must be foolish to talk that wav. for I know Flors Tenp 
pie. Ethan Allen, Patchen. aud many othera of the beat trotters 
never were shod in your way. or the way you aay Is the only way a tret, 
ter should ho shod, or cau possibly he shod to staud long, hard aud 
continued driving without the foot becoming hard or contracted, 
was willing to admit they never were shod properly, but I was not 

willing lo admit that they never were troubled with.fevered aod con 
traded feel; for I again aasert that do horse can be !*hod In any other 
way. aud have good feet after long, hard driving on the road 
or track. We will first lake the young horee with 
a perfect foot. We commence driving him on the road or track; ho 
la taken to the shop to he shod first. The blscksinlth ante yon how 
heavy a ahoe yon want. You say about a pound or a pound and a quer 
Ur. Your horee is shod to suit; yon drive him every day on tho dry. 
hard roads. In the course of a few weeks or months yon notice yonr 
bone's feet become dry. herd and hot, and If aomethlng la not done 
either by taking off hts shoes and turning him oot.Jor letting np on hi, 
work, yonr hone will become lEme. and a great many will call him 


take out those pads every time I drove him; therefore, l was not satis- 
fled that I had round a prncticsl remedy for caring and preventing Ell 
contrecllon In horses' feet. But now I am conlldeot. beyond a doubt, 
that I have, through the aid of many others, found tho only plain, aim- 
pie and practicable shoe which will cure and prevent contraction in 
every case, allowing the hone to be used every day.

Weston really has to be thauked for having giving the Impetus to long 
distance walking, for he has aroused a spirit of emulation among Eng¬ 
lish amateur and professional pedestrians, that is inakiug them uo 
wonders and causing our American records to fall into the shadow of 
their brilliunt performances. The last nerformauce was in the 50 mile 
walk gotten up by the athletic editor of Land and Water, and walked 
at Lillie Bridge, ou Oct. lath. 

The race was started at half past twelve, Clark, of Hackney, taking 
the lead, going iu a very doubtful style that earned him disqualifica¬ 
tion before long, but with a run glveu in. Miles, who went beautifully 
fairly, soon passed hlui. aud led at three miles. At seven miles. Mile# 
whs a lung way ahead his time belug a Mcouil Inside the hour, and 
continued iu front for ten miles (1 hour, 25 min., 23 sec.,) fourteen (2 
hours, 2 min., 29 sec..) and twenty-oas (3 hours. 10 min., 15 sec..) but 
the grual pace »oon afterwards told ou him, aud Ide took the lead at 
twenty-seven and a half miles, the Brixton mau (Miles) soon afterwards 
leaving off. With a mile In hand from Vaughan at forty miles, it was 
clear Tde could hardly lose, and he won easily si tbe finish by three- 
quarters of a mile, Vaughan being more than that distance ahead of 
Parry, of Manchester.

Shooting null Horne Notes from Kansas. 

Wichita, Kan., Oct. 81, 1876. 

Editor Chicago Field:— Last week I took a trip down the Atchison, 
Topeka aud Santa Fo Railroad as far as this town, und visited Topeka 
ana Emporia beside Wichita, lu each of these southern Kansas towns 
considerable interest is manifested lu trap shooting und field sports, 
but Hie number of sportsmen is small, iu (act too small, 1 am told, to 
warrant tbe organization of clubs. 

In Emporia more interest is uppareully felt than In either of the other 
places 1 have mentioned. Tbe sportsiueu there are more ardcut lovers 
of sport apparently; in fact they take ao much interest that Messrs. 
Weaver. Sterry. Hustis and others, are making strenuous exertions to 
organise a tourunmeut for the benefit of tbe surrounding country, to be 
held sometime iu the latter end of November. These geullemeu I 
found to be true spot tsuien, and to them, as well as to Capt. Sommers, 
Lund Commissioner. A T and 8. F. R. K. aud Jake Eppsteiu, proprie¬ 
tor of John Bender, a prouitsiug Kansas trotter, am i indebted for cour¬ 
tesies and favors. 

In \\ tcliitu more lutersl is taken iu coursing than In hunting. Mr. 
Cogdrll. a prominent citizen, being tlteowuerof a due pack of thorough¬ 
bred grey hounds. Jack rabbits, antelope, ami deer ure found iu large 
quantities a short distance from this town, while chickens and quail 
ure not so plemifut, hence the direction of tbe sportsineu's Unite. Forty 
sevoh jack rabbits besides u number of antelope and deer, have already 
bitten the dust before those dogs during the past season. 

lu Topeka, horse has the preference overshooting or kennel, and a 
number of good trotters are lruined ou the track a short distance from 
town It is, 1 think, one of the best half mile trucks 1 ever saw, aud 
i-kept lu good condition by the hmsemeu. among whom ranks Geo. 
Woti. owner or Aker’s Pet, a little scion of the Ethan Aileu slock, that 
promise* to show some of the cracks a cleau pair of heels lu u season 
or two. Then there is Bob Lee s Prairie Dell Farm, where a number 
of young Humble Ionian* and other colts sired by noted trotters out of 
blooded mure* are slowly but surety maturing. Smuggler, too, bos 
representatives ill aud near town; lu fact, some of tbe best colts that 
,-ire ever got are to be found iu this section, which is not but a short 
distance from the oid horse's early stamping ground. 

t hicken kuutuig through this section is pretty much off for this sea¬ 
son, and Ihe sportsiueu are turning their attention at present to the 
geese, which ily buck and forth iu large llocks every day, ana apparent- 
l\ do some tull grazing iu the corn fields near the Arkansas and Kaw 
Rivers, and the numerous creeks. Ducks are but seldom seen, and 
qnulls do not abound in such enormous quantities as they might do. 
However, Ihe hunting tu this section of Southern Kansas is fair during 
the seasou, and game this year is well up to the average in quantity as 
well as quality. __ Afex.

• An interesting fact in natural history was revealed during the recent 
visit ot Hi* Royal Highness the Prince of Wales to In tin In one of 
the hunting excursions in the neighborhood of Uoroda u panther was 
stun, and numerous seeds were found to be attached to the skin. The 
t-eed* hud two p rfect books, manifestly designed to attach themselves 
to foreign bodies. As tbe panther moved about it collected the seeds 
on the skin and carried them about wherever it went, but wheu it rub¬ 
bed against the shrubs it of necessity brushed some off. aud thus dis¬ 
tributed itiein. These seeds were taken from the skin by an officer 
who was mm of tbe hunting party, and several came into the possession 
of Mrs Horner, of Statues, a great lover of horticulture, who did me the 
favor of sending me spcciuieus. 1 was so struck with the inci teut and 
the remarkable character of the seed. that, after accurately figuring It, I 
desired it to be sown ut My Gurdeu,' when it rapidly grew luto a haud- 
somu plant, uud produced beautiful clusters of tubular flowers. It was 
immediately recognized to bcioug to tbe geuus Marhjnia. aud on an 
examination both Professor Oliver, of the Royal Gardens. Kew, and Dr. • 
Masters agree that it is Martynia Diandria. a plant which, although in¬ 
troduced into this couutry as fur back as 1731, bast scarcely ever been 
cultivated for muuy years. I have placed my specimen tu tbe bauds of 
Mr. Sowerby. the Secretary of the Royal Botanic Society. Regent's • 
Park, and the plant, with one of the seed* taken from the panther's 
skin, is now exhibited iu the great conservatory.”
